On Wedneſday the 26th of July lalt, a Ship cal- 
led the Hewry and Mery belenging to Dover, 
Mr. D. H. Maſter, being outward baurd for 
Newcafile (the Northern Iudies of our little Byj- 
tiſ6 world) lyiog at an Anchor off of. the Kex- 
tiſh Knock, a mighty Tempeſt of Thuader/ aad 
Lightning aroſe; the whole Hemiſphere frog = 
Zenith to the Horizon was avetfpread, with thi 
pitchy Glouds, which permiticd little more light 
than what proceeded fromterzible apd frequent; 
Flaſhes, The roating fecm'd fo great, as if the 
whole frame of the Warld had been about co be 
diſſolved, and every Star burid-fram 45 Sphere, 
to beVviolently bandied againſt thereſt. In tlie 
mid{t of this amazing Copflitt of the Elements, 
a Thunder-bolt ( or what is ufually ſo called ) 
happen'd to light upon the aforeſaid Ship, and: 
ins. moment, ſtrughk, ope. of the Ships. Crew, na- 
med #:iliam Exton, ftone-dead upon the Deck, 
and. yet not the;lea(t appearance of: a wound to 
be diſcovered abour bis whole body, but ſome 
parts of jt turned very black,or of anunuſual Li- 
vid colour 3 and at the ſame time a. Boy:belong- 
Hig to the Maſter, was likewiſe ſtauck down _

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| We haveir lately aſſerted in Print from gocd 
Authority, that Two Ships ſayling to the Weſt- 
Indies, about the Latitude of Bermwude, a tem- 
peſt of Thunder ſettirg part of one of their 
Riggiog on fire, with other damage, cauſed this 
worder too, That the Needle of thcir Compaſs 
ſbifted its Points clean contrary, ſtzrd cg tothe 
South inſtead of the North, which miſled the 
Marrinpers, fo that they ſhapd their Courle di- 
realy back 8gain 3 and yet did not dream but 
they had been very orderly putſuing their Voy- 
age, till the other Ship admiring at it Tackt,and 
comieg up to them found out the n:iſtake, and 
lent them a pair of Compaſl[*s, for all the Come 
Paſles .the other had-on board were changed as 
aforeſaid 3 and if they turn'd the Needle with 
their fivger to the North, it would not fix, but 
preſently return to the South Point ; Whether
